Mr,  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  for  your  consideration  my  Sanitary 
Inspectors  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1954. 


Wator  S apply. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  of  Llandovery  is  obtained  from  two 
sources  approximately  41$  from  the  three  springs  at  the  janetien  of 
the  Cynnant  Pawr  and  the  Gynnant  Faoh  rivers,  tributaries  of  the 
River  Bran  and  59$  from  the  Tonn  Borehole. 

This  water  from  Oynnant  being  delivered  through  a cast  iron  trunk  main 
of  original  diameter  of  3J'1  but  the  delivery  is  being  steadily  reduced 
by  steady  corrosive  incrustation  of  this  trunk  main,  and  reduced 
artificially  by  the  forming  of  a back  pressure  in  the  Cynnant  Main  to 
build  up  the  necessary  pressure  to  provide  a satiofaetory  supply  t-i 
the  Cynghordy  Housing  Site  being  erected  by  the  Llandilo  Rural  District 
Council. 

This  delivery  to  the  Borough  of  Llandovery  is  also  reduced  by  the  supply 
of  water  to  28  premises  in  the  Llandilo  Rural  District  8 farms  and 
twenty  dwellings  in  addition  to  the  new  housing  site,  connections  which 
the  Borough  Council  have  allowed  from  time  to  time. 

The  Tonn  Borehole  has  been  constructed  £n  the  gravel  subsoil  of  the 
Tonn  Barm  in  1951. This ■ source  has  been  in  operation  sinse  January  1952. 

An  application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  to  make  this  temporary  supply  into  a permanent  supply  with 
the  construction  of  a second  borehole  and/  or  duplicate  pumps,  with 
the  construction  of  a permanent  brick  pumphouse  the  provision  of  a 
automatic  dosage  of  water  with  Chlorine  gas  and  venturi  fed  lime  dosage. 
The  total  amount  of  water  supplied  from  the  Gynnant  Springs  and 
delivered  in  to  the  Service  Re servo if  was  9,206,000  gallons  an  average 
of  26 j 074  gallons  per  day,  an  average  of  5,146-  gallons  per  day  less 
than  was  delivered  in  1953. 

The  total  amount  of  water  supplied  from  the  Tonn  Borehole  was  13,563,600 
gallons,  an  average  of  37,150  gallons  per  day,  an  increase  of  an  average  > 
of  9,009  gallons  per  day  from  the  daily  yield  of  1953. 

Making  a total  consumption  of  22, $09,600  gallons  in  the  Borough  during 
1954  a daily  average  for  the  year  of -63,224  gallons  per  day.  An  increase 
in  the  average  de;.Xv  " \ur*vnption  of  3,863  gallons  from  the  average  dally 
consumption  of  1953 , The  whole  district  with  the  exception  of  two  farms 
and  three  isolated  houses  have  water  from  the  public  water  mains.

Water  Sampling . 

One  Chemical  Analysis  was  carried  out  with  the  following  remarks  from  '> 
the  Public  Arylist. 

” ft  is  a water  of  good  organic  purity.  It  has  corrosive 
properties. 

The  special  tests  3how  that  it  is  persistently  plumbo— solve 
Waters  with  a low  bicarbonate  alkalinity  and  containing' a 
fair  amount  of  nitrate  such  as  this,  are  generally  found  to  b*e 
plumb o-solvent .

Four  "bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  ( 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Carmarthen..  The  results  were 
satisfactory. 

Treatment  of  Supply. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  means  of  a drip  feed  of  a solution  of  Chloros 
and  water  into  the  service  reservoir. 

The  acidic  and  corrosive  property  of  the  water  is  treated  by  means  of  a 
drip  feed  of  a solution  of  Sodium  Carbonate  and  Sodiuu.Silicate  into  th©\ 
service  reservoir. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  r.  chlorine  gas  plant  and  a line  saturation  plant 
At  the  head  of  ' the  Tom'  Borehole  which  will  provide  a more  uniform  and 
satisfactory  treatment  of  the  supply . 

The  Supply. 

o o 

The  quality  is  satisfactory,  but  a hardness  of  2 to  3 would  provide 
added'protection  to  the  water  fittings  in  the  Borough. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  when  the  Tonn  Borehole  is  fully  operative 
with  a standby,  pumping  unit  in  a second  borehole,  will  be  enough  for  the 
future  need  of  the  Borough  of  Llandovery. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

The  Borough  has  no  Main  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme.  A temporary 
off  site  sewerage  plant  composed  of  a septic  tank  and  irrigation  furrows 
receive  the  sewage  of  41  Council  Houses,  45  premises  discharge  their 
sewage  “into  the  . culverted  Bawddwr  Stream  passing  through  the  centre  of 
the  Town. 

319  premises  have  drainage  system  to  cesspools  which  are  nothing  more 
than  soakaways  sunk  into  the  gravel  subsoil. 

The  Council  have  not  undertaken  to  empty  cesspools. 

The  difficulty  arising  in  the  disposal  of  the  contents  makes  it 
impracticable .to  enforce  the  construction  of  water  tight  cesspools. 

188  remaining  dwellings  have  the  conservancy  system  made  up  of  pail 
closets,  earth  closets  and  priveys,  72  having  priveys.  These  are 
cleaned  by  the  occupiers  of  each  premises,  the  contents  being  buried 
in  b^ck  gardens.  Sullage  water  is  conveyed  by  open  channels  to  street 
gutters,  and  to  soakaways  in  gardens. 

The  road  surface  water  discharges  into  the  culverted  Bawddwr  Stream. 

Work  was  started  on  the  Main  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the 
Borough  of  Llandovery  on  20th  April  1954. 

Progress  during  the  year  was  very  slow  and  the  work  carried  out  was 
mainly  on  the  construction  of  the  Disposal  Works  and  the  shallow  digs 
on  the  extremities  of  the  trunk  mains. 

Closet  Conversion  Scheme 

A comprehensive  closet  conversion  scheme  was  prepared  to  convert  the 
existing  drainage  system  and  conservancy  system  to  connect  to  the  new 
Main  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme, 

It  will  be  impossible  to  start  this  section  of  the  scheme  until  the 
Disposal  Works  and  the  pumphouse  are  completed.  As  the  work  on  the 
excavation  of  the  pumphouse  has  not  been  started  it  will  be  a considerable 
time  before  the  first  house  is  connected  to  the  trunk  mains. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Household  refuse  is  removed  twice  weekly  and  deposited  in  the  area  of 
Llandilo  Rural  District.  Planned  control  tipping  is  difficult  as  Lhe  land 

is  not  owned  by  the  Council.  ... 

Paper  and  cardboard  salvage  is  not  collected  as  the  Council  were  left  win 
a quantity  of  baled  paper  and  cardboard  which  they  could  not  sell. 

The  refuse  is  collected  with  a Karrier  Bantom  Refuse  collecting  motor 
vehicle.  The  sweeping  of  Borough  roads  are  carried  out  by  Borough  Council 
employees  and  the  County  roads  by  Borough  employees  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council,
